Investing in Advertising. 
In w orking on any kind of a proposition which 
involves influencing the public it takes a lot of rep­ 
etition to accomplish results.

By th a t first announcem ent you build a founda­ 
tion for yo ur structure of public interest, but the 
stru c tu re is not completed. The thing has to be fol­ 
lowed up, until the subject is thoroughly impressed 
on the public mind. 
I t is the sam e in advertising a business. If a bus­ 
iness concern tries out advertising for a short time, 
and then quits, it has built a foundation of public 
interest, but it has not built the structure th at needs 
to go on th a t foundation. The thing has to be kept 
up. 
M any of the results are long deferred. If a con­ 
cern advertised well for a few years, and then quit 
for a long time, it would obtain for years the bene­ 
fits of the old advertising. M any of the old custom ­ 
ers thereby obtained would stick. But its business 
would decline, because advertising has to be some­ 
w hat continuous to accomplish full results. 
Money spent in advertising is prim arily a sales 
expense, which will bring excellent results right 
along. B u t the full result is cumulative, and will not 
be had for weeks and m onths and perhaps years a f­ 
ter. So advertising is not merely a sales expense, 
but also profitable investment, the full proceeds of 
which will come in steadily for a long time.

SIA, Feb. 29 — (INS) — For the 
first time in history human beings 
will drop out of the skies upon the 
north pole 
when Gen. Umberto 
Nobile, of Italy, makes his second 
polar dash in a dirigible, it was 
learned here today. 
Three Russian 
scientists will 
make the trip with the Nobile ex­ 
pedition. 
According to information receiv­ 
ed by the Russian academy of 
science.*, it is planned to bring the 
dirigible to a stop over the pole 
aud cast out anchors upon the ice 
from an altitude of approximately 
200 feet. Rope ladders will be low­ 
ered so that at least three of the 
scientists on board may descend 
to take soundings of the sea be­ 
neath the ice floe and make other 
observations. 
The scientists will 
spend about five hours "upon the 
pole” if possible.
